When the Iowa beef cattle men met in annual session at the 
Sheldon-Munn hotel at Ames, Iowa, on the evening of January 31st, 
during farmers week at the Iowa State College there was some- 
thing doing. Professor R, S. Stephenson of the Animal Husbandry 
Department proved an able chairman and toastmaster as indicated 
by the program following a rather sumptuous beef dinner. _ The 
first speaker was Dean C. F. Curtiss who addressed the audience 
on timely beef cattle farm topics. 

Dean Curtiss spoke of the present high prices attained for 
feeder cattle and gave it as his opinion that these prices were 
treading dangerously close to a breaking point, not that the pro- 
ducer was not entitled to the present prices and even more but that 
a still further advance would force selling prices over the block 
out of competition with other foodstuffs and thus create within 
itself cause for a big slump in consumption, which in turn would 
immediately reflect in the prices for both feeders and the finished 
builocks when they reach market. According to his mind it is now 
a good time to get into the 
breeding or production busi- 


the verge of rescinding that policy. She is only able to cope with 
the situation because she has access also to cheap feeds that come 
from Arabia, India and other continental points. Were it not for 
this fact it would be impossible to maintain a cattle breeding busi- 
ness in Great Britain. In fact England has shifted largely from 
beef cattle to dairy cattle within the last twenty years. Scotland 
with her vast pasture lands now leads in beef production and Ire- 
land with extensive pastures also joins to supply England with her 
feeder steers. 

Dean Curtiss said that the present import of beef in admissa- 
ble forms amounts to as much as the product of 100,000 to 200,000 
head of cattle annually. The importation also of corn and low 
grade molasses used in feeding in this country is growing to 
mighty proportions, sufficient to soon have an influence on the 
market for home grown crops. His slogan then for America is 
“Give Us Our Own Markets.” 

Will Johnson of the Shorthorn World was introduced and after 
ieiling a few of his good parlor stories discussed the 
Outlook for the Beef Cattle Business from the pure 


ness for the feeder who is 
able to produce his own feed- 
er cattle will eliminate at 
least one hazardous element 
in the business of producing 
beef. Dean Curtiss express- 
ed the belief however that 
danger of a sudden break 
and reaction in fat cattle was 
not at all likely. He said 
however that there was an 
element of danger lurking 
about that is not generally 
known even among cattle- 
men.

bred breeders viewpoint. Mr. Johnson is a man of 
wide experience with beef cattle, covering a good 
many years of intensive study and constant contact 
with the business. He has been for most a year now 
located at Sioux City and covers the entire country 
adjacent as far as the Rockies so has a pretty good 
idea of what is what.

Of all late instances pointing toward better cattle 
conditions the most noticeable item might be attri- 
buted to the relatively high prices paid at the Den- 
ver sales for bulls to be used on the range herds for 
the production of beef. Prices there ranged up to 
$875.00 per round for quality bulls that would be 
taken home and turned out with the cows in the big 
herds. It was his opinion that beef cattle were in 
so far as market circles are concerned, riding along 
at high tide and that every breeder should do his 
utmost to extend the duration of the tide to its fur- 
therest inland reaches in order that the beef cattle 
business might have ample time in which to recover 
at least a goodly share of its losses resulting dur- 
ing the last few years. 

Like others speakers on the various programs 
for the day Mr. Johnson said that he had noticed 
that at most all farmer gatherings during the past 


give her a handsome profit over her present markets. The thing 
that really withholds Argentine beef is the fact that Foot and 
Mouth Disease exists in a rather aggravated form and our country 
will not admit beef from any country where such a condition exists. 
The danger lies in lifting this ban through Congressional action. 
Big business representing manufactured goods in the East is press- 
ing for such action hoping by lifting this ban to find a favorable 
market on the Southern Continent for their goods. It is high time 
that this great middle west and the far west awaken to the situa- 
tion and get into action for its own protection. 

Great Britain’s policy has been to admit beef free of duty, 
however the Dean said that at least once or twice she has been on 


few years the term diversified farming had grown to mean nothing 
more than dairying. Thousands and thousands of men who once 
maintained good beef cattle herds are today handling groups of in- 
ferior dairy cows.

[That the change which has taken place in the beef cattle 
industry during the last few years will result in a much sounder 
method of beef production and will be an important factor in solv- 
ing the agricultural problem of the corn belt, were optimistic 
views expressed by W. H. Tomhave, secretary of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, in a recent radio talk broad- 
cast under the auspices of the National Live Stock and Meat Board 
from Station WLS, Chicago. Mr. Tomhave’s talk is reproduced 
below.—Editor’s Note.] 

The January 1st estimate of the United States Department of 
Agriculture on the number of cattle on the farms and ranges of 
the United States is 55,696,000 head; a decrease of approximately 
1,196,000 head in the cattle population of the country since January 
1, 1927. This includes both beef and dairy cattle and is the lowest 
total in fifteen years. These statistics showed an increase in the 
number of dairy cattle during 1927 but a marked decrease in the 
number of beef cattle. It is therefore safe to assume that there 
are fewer beef cattle in the 
country today than any time

Cattle receipts on the elev- 
en principal markets of the 
country in 1927 was 11,801,- 
168 head as compared with 
12,692,984 head in 1926, or a 
decrease of nearly one mil- 
lion head. There was not 
only a decrease in numbers 
but also in the total tonnage 
of beef because of lighter 
weight cattle coming to mar- 
ket. The liquidation of beef 
cattle from the farms and 
ranches which began in 1920 
continued through 1927 when 
the country suddenly changed 
. from a surplus of beef cattle 
to a shortage of both breed- 
and feeding cattle. During 


cattle on feed, lighter 
are being fed which a 
sult in a greater reduction in 
the tonnage of beef to be 
marketed in 1928. There will 
be very few well finished cat. 
tle available in 1928 owing to 
the fact that many cattle that 
have been in the feed lot for 
a short feed are returned to 
market because they can 
show a profit to the feeder, 
With this change in the 
beef cattle situation of the 
United States the corn belt 
farmer is confronted with an 
entirely new problem. fe 
must change his method of 
production. The only sound 
method of production is to 
establish a herd of beef 
breeding cows. The mature 
cows can be used to convert 
the roughage produced on 
the farm into a finished pro- 
duct and be maintained at a 
low cost. The calves produc- 


this period of depression, 
from 1920 to 1927 which was 
brought about by over ex- 
pansion, financial distress, 


drought and shortage of feed, — 
many herds were entirely liquidated or very materially reduced in 


size. This condition prevailed upon the farms and ranges, simul- 
taneously. In many cases the entire breeding herd was dispersed 
while in other cases practically all the young cattle, steers and 
heifers were sold on the market as the butcher’s block was the 
only outlet. As a result of these conditions there were very little 
restocking or replacing of females in the herd. Consequently 
today there is a marked shortage of breeding cows on the ranges 
and from 40 to 60 per cent of the cows in the herd have consider- 
able age. 

The demand for heavy finished cattle has decreased to a point 
where the outlet for carcasses from heavy cattle is limited to a 
relatively few hotels and clubs. The strong demand for beef is 
for handy weight cattle or baby beef. The market demand for 
handy weight cattle has increased the demand for calves for 
feeding purposes with the result that nearly all the cattle 
men on the ranges have changed their method of production 
and are beginning to operate on a cow and calf basis. The price 
paid by corn belt feeders for calves in recent years has been much 
higher in proportion than the price paid for yearlings and two- 
year-old feeders. Range operators have sold the calf crop each 
year and retained very few calves to be disposed of as yearlings 
and two-year-olds. This situation means that a greater number 
of breeding cows must be kept on farms and ranges to produce 
annually the same tonnage of beef that was produced when heavier 
cattle were fed. With range calves selling at from $35.00 to $50.00 
per head at weaning time the net returns to the owner is greater

ed can be marketed as baby 
beeves or yearlings and de- 
veloped and finished on the 
concentrates or grain feeds 
produced on the farm. The beef herds must be operated on a com- 
mercial basis. If pure bred cattle are kept only the most desirable 
individuals should be retained for breeding purposes. If grade 
breeding cows are used in the herd, well selected pure bred sires 
must be used and all the calves with the exception of a few of the 
best heifers that are kept each year for replacement purposes 
should be put in the feed lot. The calves in these herds should be 
pushed for market from the time they begin to consume grain ul 
til they are ready for market. This practice will result in a sys 
tem of farming that will make it possible to use up all the rough- 
age and grain produced on the farm and provides a market for 4 
great deal of feed that has no real market value. 

Home production of calves has some marked advantages over 
calves shipped from a distance. There is likely to be more Wl 
formity when the calves are sired by the same bull. Home bred 
calves will not be subjected to the hardship of a long shipment 
consequently will not suffer the set back encountered when calves 
are shipped a long distance. The sudden change of environment 
and the shrinkage in shipping is much harder on calves than 
mature cattle. 

Beef production, carried on in the corn belt on a cow and calf 
basis means a distribution of labor throughout the year and carmié 
with it less financial risk than the purchase of feeder cattle 
the finishing of them in the feed lot. Breeding cattle proper 
managed will always pay for the feed which is consumed. 

Summing up the whole situation I am of the opinion that the

As stated in Col Cooper’s advertisement 
today these cows and heifers are backed by 
a strong line of breeding bulls, many of 
them are sired by or bred to the old bull 
Enlate himself, and I am not so sure but 
that the old bull is getting them better each 
year.

AUCTION SALES FOR 1928 WILL BE FEW; 
OPPORTUNITIES TO PURCHASE MINIMIZED. 

Those who have been waiting for the auction sale season of 
1928 to open, thus making available great numbers of breeding 
cattle through this channel are doomed to disappointment. Pri- 
vate treaty sales have been so good that but few auctions will be 
attempted. These auctions will for the most part be held because 
of established custom on the part of certain breeders and sale 
managers. 

The first sale appearing on the calendar today is that of C. G. 
Thurston, of Wyoming, Illinois, under the management of the Ir- 
win Auction Company of Salem. Details for this event are promis- 
ed for the Journal. The date is March 14th. On the following 
day Col. W. H. Cooper will hold his annual auction at Hedrick, 
Iowa, at which time thirty-two head of cows and heifers will be 
offered. Those old enough will either have calves at foot or be 
bred to Enlate or his son Enright C. Only eight young bulls will 
be offered. The 29th of March will see M. A. Judy’s 15th annual 
Blue Ribbon Sale at East St. Louis, particulars are not yet avail- 
able. This constitutes the early spring sales. Perhaps not more 
than sixty to seventy head of cows and heifers will be offered in 
the three sales. It therefore behooves those who are looking for 
a few Aberdeen-Angus females to add to their breeding herds to 
remember these dates and to make application for the catalogs. 

Private treaty sales are being curtailed. Men who have been 
making a fuss about there being no sale for cows and heifers have 
discovered that there is an increased demand for Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and that after all they prefer to retain their females, even 
in many instances recently brought to the attention of this office 
men who have been anxious to sell are now purchasing additional 
breeding cows instead. This augurs for a better Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding trade and increased prices. Surely demand will influence

A letter just at hand from Mr. L. C. Dappen, of Center, Colo. 
rado, discloses a situation that needs some attention. This loyal 
booster sends along a nice bunch of new subscriptions despite the 
fact that he is hemmed in by supporters of other breeds. He won- 
ders of he is unwise in laboring as he is to advance the breed 
against such odds even though he likes the Aberdeen-Angus better 
than any other breed. He says the Aberdeen-Angus have been so 
hard to get and that he is yet unable to supply his neighbors with 
heifers for he does not have enough cows and heifers for his own 
needs, in fact he says he has not half the females that he would 
like to have. 

There are hundreds and hundreds of pioneers on the border 
lines who are in the same fix. Fighting the battle alone, appar- 
ently, against mighty organized odds, and yet they win in spite 
of every obstacle rolled up in their pathway. In this case Mr. 
Dappen will win, and his neighbors will join with him in the pn- 
duction of Aberdeen-Angus cattle as sure as he holds to the busi- 
ness. They can’t help it. They too will want to share in the popu- 
larity of this breed at the market places. They too will want to 
send out nice uniform feeders and they too will want their finished 
cattle to be even in color and uniform in type, low set and thick 
so the buyers will be on hand with bids at the top. 

The Journal believes that something should be done to assist 
these “lone” boosters. There is a way surely to be of assistance. 
Toward the interior or within the corn belt states there are breed 
ers who complain that they do not have an outlet for their surplus 
females, except through market channels. The Journal believes 
that it is merely a problem of bringing these surplusses to the 
surface so the men who really want more cattle will know where 
they are. 

Don’t you know men, breeders I mean, that your breed paper 
will serve you best in this capacity. List your surplus offerings, 
keep them posted so folks can find them when they are in position 
to take on these supplies. Your breed paper carries a splendi 
circulation among the rangers and ranchers this side the Rockies, 
these are the men who are going to need your cows and heifers 
for restocking and the only reason that they won’t restock with 
Aberdeen-Angus in a good many cases is because they do not know 
where to find them. P

Harry L. Youngerman Dies. 

Nationally known manager of the Den- 
ver National Live Stock Show died at the 
Morning Park Avenue hospital in Denver 
at 1:30 Saturday morning, January 28, just 
a week following the close of the 1928 stock 
show. “Harry” as we all called him was 
held in highest esteem among those inter- 
ested in this great live stock show of the 
west. He was always on the job and ever 
ready to lend assistance to those who pat- 
ronized his show. A clipping from one of 
the daily papers gives the following infor- 
mation: 

His death came suddenly, only a few 
hours after he had been removed from his 
home, 1290 South York street. His condi- 
tion became alarming late Friday afternoon. 
At 7 o’clock his physician, Dr. Carl D. Fish- 
er, took him to the hospital, where heroic 
measures to save his life proved futile. The 
end came at 1:30 a. m. Saturday. 

“Perhaps no man in Denver numbered his 
friends in greater profusion than did Mr. 
Youngerman, whose association with live 
stock men and horse owners throughout the 
nation began twenty years ago, when the 
Denver Stock show was in its infancy. Ac- 
tive always in his promotion of the live 
stock industry, as a railroader in the employ 
of the Denver & Rio Grande Western rail- 
road, later with the Rock Island and for 
thirteen years as traveling representative 
of the Denver Union stock yards, his ef- 
forts have been largely responsible for the 
present magnitude of the annual live stock 
show here. 

“Born in Des Moines, Iowa, forty-nine 
years ago, Mr. Youngerman moved to Colo- 
rado Springs when his connection with the 
Rock Island railroad began. He came to 
Denver in 1902 to become associated with 
the loca] stock yards and remained in his 
position there until eight years ago, when 
he succeeded Fred P. Johnson, who died, as 
general manager of the Stock show. His 
duties in that capacity have since occupied 
all his time. 

“Besides his widow, Mr. Youngerman is 
survived by four sons, F. W., 20 years old; 
Harry Jr., 15, and Robert and Richard, 
twins, 10 years old. 

“Throughout the Stock show last week 
Mr. Youngerman was fighting a heavy cold, 
but refused to desert his multitude of du- 
ties while the show lasted. Sunday and 
Monday he was at his office in the stadium, 
winding up details incidental to the “pay- 
off” of employes and settlement of the 1928 
Stock show affairs. Tuesday he was forced 
to take to his bed. During his illness he 
was formulating plans for the 1929 Horse 
and Stock show, believing his recovery to be 
a matter of only a few days. 

“Since 1908 until he assumed general 
managership of the entire show, Mr. Young- 
erman ran the ring at the Horse show, and 
his fertile imagination, combined with a 
natural showmanship, was responsible for 
many of the big features that make the ex- 
hibitions spectacular.

If the hostess has a gift for drawing, she 
might make clever menu cards with names 
for the different courses which suggest the 
occasion: The menu given below is an ex- 
ample of what may be done.

Have the fillet larded, ready for the oven. 
Season and place in an open pan. Put in 
a hot oven so that it will sear at once. A 
four pound fillet will require about fifty 
minutes to cook. When well browned add 
a little water and cover the pan. Serve 
with mushroom sauce on a platter large 
enough to hold the green peas in timbale 
cases. 

Perhaps there will be just a very little of 
the roast tenderloin left, not enough to be of 
much use by itself, but if used in Beef Roll 
it will make a delicious luncheon dish.

that are being mated to his new bull Rex 
of Highland 401002. Mr. Monson has been 
raising grades for the past twenty-five 
years and is still running a grade herd 
along with his pure breds, using nothing 
but pure bred bulls.

There 
is nothing the matter with their milk flow. 
So don’t let someone talk you out of the 
idea of buying a few good Aberdeen-Angus 
cows for general farm use.

Government Meat Grading 
Service is Extended 


Extension of the meat stamping and grad- 
ing service of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics te include “good” grade beef 
along with “prime” and “choice” was an- 
nounced recently by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The addition of “good” grade beef will 
make available for Government stamping 
and grading approximately 27 per cent of 
the total beef supply. Decision to include 
“good” grade beef in the service is the re- 
sult of widespread approval of the bureau’s 
experiment started last spring in stamping 
and grading “prime” and “choice” carcass 
beef, and requests from packers and retail- 
ers to extend the service to other grades. 

The beef is graded and stamped by Gov- 
ernment graders at the leading live stock 
markets and slaughtering centers upon the 
request of slaughterers. Many retailers 
have reported that the availability of Gov- 
ernment graded and stamped beef has 
greatly stimulated consumer demand for 
products so graded and stamped. 

The Barnyard Underworld is New 
U. S. Film. 

The pests and parasites which menace 
live stock and threaten the welfare of farm 
families are exposed in their sinister roles 
in the new United States Department of 
Agriculture educational motion picture, The 
Barnyard Underworld. 

The new film, one reel in length, tells the 
story of a slip-shod farmer and his insan- 
itary barnyard. His live stock fall victim 
to the attacks of disease-breeding worms, 
mites and lice which infest the sanctuary 
his carelessness has provided for them. A 
veterinarian orders a thorough raid upon 
the haunts of these creatures of the “barn- 
yard underworld” which threaten disaster 
to the farmer. A general clean-up, disin- 
fecting and rebuilding campaign follows 
and in the end the farmer reaps the rewards 
of his vigilance. There is also a thread of 
romance in the story which has a happy 
ending.

Curtains May Tell a Story. 

An old lady once said to me, “The cur- 
tains at the window have always told me 
just what kind of people live in the house.” 
Curtains surely do tell to the passer the 
taste, individuality, and neatness of those 
who dwell within. Some curtains suggest 
refinement. Some suggest wealth. Some 
suggest lack of taste. Some suggest the 


a. 


attitude which the occupants of the house 
have toward life. In short curtains tell a 
story. 

It is not the cost of the curtains, even 
in the humblest home, if windows are shin- 
ing and the curtains clean and well hung 
no matter of what material or how much 
mended they are the story of contentment 
and aims for better things is written all 
over the windows. Torn, dingy curtains, 
flopping out of a window tell so plainly the 
story of lost hopes and dead ambitions of 
the dweller. 

In choosing curtain material, the room 
and furniture in which they are to hang 
should be considered as well as the windows 
themselves. Then individual taste should 
have a prominent part in the selection of 
your curtains. Choose them as you do your 
clothes, carefully regarding the number, 
height and location of your windows. Cur- 
tains not only suggest the atmosphere of 
the home but they can make or mar the ef- 
fect of the whole room. 

There are many beautiful materials from 
which curtains may be selected. Very es- 
sential in the selection of curtains for the 
farm home is the durability and the laun- 
dering qualities of the material. Frequent 
washing is necessary and the farm house- 
wife finds so much necessary to be done at 
all times that the selection of a durable 
material that will stand much wear and 
frequent washing is much more satisfac- 
tory. The very best curtain material is al- 
ways the cheapest from both the standpoint 
of wear and satisfactory appearance. 

To wash curtains—Curtains should be 
washed like other fine white goods. They 
should be first thoroughly shaken to remove 
dust. They should be then soaked in cold 
water using a naptha soap, next rubbing 
gently in the hands using warm water in 
which soap flakes have been dissolved, then 
they should be boiled in one or two hot 
suds, according to their condition. Then 
rinsed several times the first time using 
warm water and the last time adding blu- 
ing if the curtains are white. If the cur- 
tains are ecru coffee added to the last rins-

ing will give them the desired ecru shade. 
After rinsing they should be starched in 
very thin starch water this makes them iron 
easier and gives them more body so they 
look better when hung. 

If the curtains are made of lace they 
should be laundered by the same process 
then should be dried on a curtain strecher. 
If no curtain strecher is available they may 
be pinned to a sheet laid upon the rug, two 
or three curtanis being pinned down at a 
time. If they are scalloped the scallops 
should be carefully matched. A quilting 
frame may be used. 

Or, while damp, hang the curtains, one at 
a time on a curtain rod slipping a heavy 
rod or curtain pole through the hem. 
Stretch the curtains to their full width and 
let them hang until dry. The weight of the 
rod at the bottom will stretch them.

One Dish Meals. 


On days when sewing or housecleaning 
has first place on the housekeeping pro- 
gram how nice it is to give the task at hand 
as long hours as possible by serving a one 
dish meal, oven cooked. The satisfaction 
of such meals to the entire family make 
these meals popular as well as palateable.

Potatoes Baked with Chops. 

Fix a baking dish with potatoes just as 
for scalloping. Then put required number 
of pork chops over the top of potatoes, bake 
slowly, turning the chops once. 

Potatoes Baked with Ham. 

Cut the ham that has been soaked in cold 
water for at least an hour, into pieces con- 
venient for individual serving and lay the 
pieces on the bottom of an iron skillet. Over 
these slice potatoes, put a layer of flour 
over the top and cover with hot milk. Cover

and bake 20 minutes. 
cook until done. 
Mexican Spaghetti with Meat. 

Grind one pound round steak cover with 
water and cook 20 minutes. Take % pack- 
age spaghetti break, cook in hot salt water 
10 minutes. Rinse with cold water. Add to 
the meat. Into this add 1 pint can toma- 
toes strained, 1 teaspoon salt % teaspoon 
pepper and 1 teaspoon chile powder. Put in 
casserole and bake two hours. 

; Hot Pot. 

Take 1 pound beef, 2 cups raw potatoes 
cubed, 1 cup carrots, cubed, 1 cup onions, 
cut fine, 1 teaspoon salt, 4% teaspoon pepper. 
Cook meat slowly in water to cover. Re- 
move cool. Cut in pieces. Add to vege- 
tables put in baking dish cover with a gravy 
made of the broth. Bake 2 hours. 

Chicken Pie With Mashed Potato Crust. 

Prepare chicken as for frying when it is 
simmering add over cupful each onion, car- 
rots, and celery cut in pieces. Arrange these 
in a deep dish seasoning to taste. Add 
thickened broth and cover with a crust made 
of 6 potatoes mashed fine. Add salt, % 
teaspoon baking powder, hot milk as for 
serving. Stir in enough flour so it may be 
handled Turn on a floured board, roll 
about 1 inch thick. Arrange over the bak- 
ing dish. Cut slits in top and bake in mod- 
erate oven 1 hour.

We all know that the fundamental object 
of incubation is to obtain the largest pos 
sible number of good chicks in proportion 
to the eggs set. Inefficient management 
during incubation from the standpoint of 
the breeding stock and also in the operating 
of the incubator spoils hatching eggs of 
good quality which, no doubt, under normal 
conditions would have hatched strong, vig- 
orous chicks. 

Eggs are hatched early on the Martin 
farm because the factor of profits in poul- 
try raising are always kept in mind an 
Fall and early Winter egg production plays 
a very important part in poultry profits. It 
is a well-known fact that the larger part of 
poultry receipts are obtained from eggs. 
This is true in the case of both farm pout 
try raising and the commercial poultry 
plant. The fact that the Martin farm aver 
aged 144 eggs per hen for the year makes 
it evident that the production, from the 
flock standpoint, was uniform throughout 
the year. , 

Naturally, the offspring from such floc 
averages should maintain a high egg yield. 
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One of the Houses Used on the Martin Farm. 


There is a distinct advantage in being able 
to secure a good share of eggs from about 
the middle of August to the middle of June, 
which is the time of the year when the price 
of eggs is highest. 

Buff Leghorn pullets and pullets of a 
similar breed, come into the lay, as a gen- 
eral rule, when about six months old—that 
is, under average conditions. The heavier 
breeds, such as the Plymouth Rock, Rhode 
Island Reds and Wyandottes come into the 
lay usually from about 6% to 7 months. 

It is well to keep this in mind from the 


standpoint of hatching and to select stock | 


that will develop to the six-months period 
by October. 

In addition to the advantage of securing 
production when the price of eggs is the 
highest there is another advantage in hatch- 
ing early. In the case of early hatched 
chicks the males may be sold as broilers 
early in the season, when prices are usually 
high. For instance, when chicks are hatch-

ed about the middle of April the males may 
be separated about the middle of July and 
sold as broilers. The price at that time of 
year is usually very good owing to the fact 
that other kinds of fresh poultry meats are 


scarce. 
er Feeding. 

Feeding plays a very important part in 
obtaining good hatching eggs. The Martin 
flock is fed a well-balanced commercial 
mash containing an adequate supply of sup- 
plements in the form of minerals, which as- 
sist materially in developing eggs of uni- 
form size and shell texture. 


It is a well-known fact that eggs for 
hatching should be uniform in shape and 
size and sound in shell. The size of the 
eggs used for hatching is important because 
of the fact that there is a correlation be- 
tween the size of the egg used and the size 
of the chick hatched. Furthermore, the con- 
tinued use of small eggs for hatching pur- 
poses would soon result in depletion of con- 
stitutional vigor of the laying and breeding 
stock as well as the size of the eggs ship- 
ped to market. 

Therefore, the most careful attention 
should be given to the selection of eggs us- 
ed for hatching purposes on the basis of 
size. It is advisable to use no eggs weigh- 
ing less than two ounces (2 ozs.) for in- 
cubation. 

This has been a set policy on the Martin 
farm for a long time. 

From the standpoint of Leghorns, the 
color of the egg is important. Eggs used 
for incubation on the Martin farm are prac- 
tically free from tint which makes a varia- 
tion in the color of the egg. 

The additional care used in the selection 
of eggs for hatching purposes means pro- 
portionately better results. 

Eggs deteriorate rather quickly after 
they are about five days old. Mrs. Martin’s

careful selection of hatching eggs takes in 
only those eggs that are absolutely fresh. 

She uses a mammoth type incubator so 
that fairly large settings can be made at 
one time. The number of hens in the breed- 
ing flock is adequate to supply eggs for the 
incubator in a very limited time. In oper- 
ating the incubator Mrs. Martin uses the 
best oil and the lamps are cleaned and filled 
daily. The eggs are turned daily and some 
moisture provided in the machine. 

When the chicks are hatched they are not 
removed from the machine until thoroughly 
dry. When placed in the brooder house Mrs. 
Martin waits until they are from 48 to 60 
hours old before they are fed. 

The first feed consists of oat meal, spread 
on a paper and permitted to remain before 
the birds for twenty minutes. This is re- 
peated about five times a day. The second 
day she feeds chick feed and oat meal, half 
of each. On the fourth day the chicks are 
started on a well-balanced commercial mash 


supplemented with a properly balan i 
eral. They are fed milk an no oe 
til = are seven weeks old. 
e average weight of her B : 
horns at the age of 8 weeks an ; ith 
more than a pound and a half each. 

The results obtained on the Martin farm 
show clearly what can be done on the aver- 
age farm throughout the country if one js 
vitally interested in the development of the 
poultry unit.

THE ELEMENTS OF 

LIVE STOCK JUDGING. 

The Elements of Live Stock Judging by 
William W. Smith, M. S. A., Professor of 
Animal Husbandry, Purdue University, is a 
new text book just off the Lippincott press, 
containing 82 illustrations and a word pic- 
ture that brings vividly to the mind of the 
reader the ideal in type and conformation in 
any breed of live stock. The opening chap- 
ter deals with the general introduction.

tions before the spurt came which started at 
the Chicago International, we are printing 
some extracts taken from former issues. 
July 4th. “There is a shortage of work 
horses in the United States. Whether this 
is due to reviving interest in horses because 
of economical reasons or whether it is due 
to the fact that the death rate is greater 
than the birth rate, or the combination of 
these two, will not be discussed here. The 


average age of all work horses in the 
United States is between 11 and 14 
years. This simply means that the num- 
ber of work horses is going to be still 
scarcer before the colts have reached 
working age. The interest which has 
been aroused among farmers in the last 
two years concerning the horse situation 
is very apparent. No one questions this. 
The interest is mainly centered around 
pure bred stallions. With this new in- 
terest the farmer should brush up on the 
changes which have taken place in the 
horse industry. A few years ago there 
was a ready market for almost any type 
of horse, this is not true today and will 
not be true tomorrow. The light chunk 
and all-around purpose horse which the 
farmers used to appreciate a great deal 
for farm and road work has a poor mar-

interest in sheep even in the state where 
hogs and beef cattle are so strong and well 
established. The Iowa Fleece and Wool 
Growers’ Association held their annual meet- 
ing in connection with sheep day, Feb- 
ruary 1, during Farm and Home Week. An 
interesting and constructive | program was 
started with a very instructive demonstra- 
tion of how to fit and show sheep for show 
purposes. Mr. Uhl, the efficient college 
shepherd, conducted the demonstration. Af- 
ter this was completed the remainder of 
the morning was taken up with the annual 
business meeting of the Association. Va- 
cancies were filled on the board of direct- 
ors. The men who are now holding office 
are: J. L. Bane, Bondurant; A. J. Blake- 
ly, Jr., Grinnell; Charles Sexton, Ferguson; 
F. E. Weiny, Milton; R. L. Schmidt, Daven- 
port; C. J. Kelsey, lowa Falls; Arthur Leon- 
ard, Corning; E. G. Pont, Atlantic; Geo. 
Brown, Jefferson; G. E. Held, Hinton; V. G. 
Warner, Bloomfield; B. J. Stewart, Daven- 
port; E. G. Uhl, Ames; and L. L. Bloom- 
field, West Union. Officers were elected by 
this board in a business meeting the follow- 
ing day as follows: J. L. Bane, president; 
A. J. Blakely, Jr., vice-president; and 
Charles Sexton, secretary. 

During the business session Carl Nadasdy 
of the National Wool Exchange, gave a 
short discussion on the problem and brief- 
ly outlined some steps that should be tak- 
en. He mentioned particularly a program 
of educational extension work on flock man- 
agement and wool grading. In the future 
he expects to give his personal service in 
helping the extension men to put across the 
idea of cooperation. Matt Staff, president 
of the National Exchange, also spoke before 
the meeting upon the need of cooperative. 
marketing among Iowa wool growers. 

_W. W. Latta, Logan, Iowa, director of the 
National Wool Exchange board, gave a fi- 
nancial status which was encouraging. He 
also commended the Exchange for estab- 
lishing a credit corporation within the as- 
sociation which extends credit to members 
who have pooled wool to be sold by the As- 
sociation. One of the most interesting and 
timely parts of the program was the lamb- 
cutting demonstration staged during the 
luncheon by Mr. Hartzell of the National 
Live Stock and Meat board. This demon- 
stration brought out clearly how the cheap- 
er cuts could be utilized making lamb car-

casses more valuable and greater in demand 
by the average consumer. This, of course, 
would react favorably upon the producer. 
Professor H. J. Gramlich, Head of the 
Animal Husbandry Dept. of the University 
of Nebraska, and Professor John M. Evvard 
of Iowa State College were the first speak- 
ers of the afternoon. The former recom- 
mended the use of alfalfa very highly and 
encouraged the marketing of lambs during 
off seasons like January and February.

do a better job of planning their business 
and then do a better job of living up to the 
planning than has been done in the past. It 
was his opinion too that no better method 
of establishing values could be worked out 
than through carefully planned and execut- 
ed public auctions, where the buying public 
would have a chance to establish those 
values in open competition, and we are not 
sure but that we agree fully with the senti- 
ment of this suggestion. Better education 
along breeding lines is needed according to 
suggestions from the speaker who thinks 
breeders should put more time in studying 
the breeding problems, conditions of the 
times and country, type and character of 
the cattle, in order that they might cope 
more successfully with the many elements 
affecting the business. 

Secretary B. O. Gammon, of the Polled 
Hereford Breeders’ Association made a few 
pertinent remarks and likewise sounded a 
note that blended with better breeding. He 
also called attention to the annual sale to be 
held at Des Moines. 

Secretary E. T. Davis of the Iowa Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association talked 
briefly upon the supply of available cattle 
with which to meet the increasing demand 
of the times as applied to Aberdeen-Angus. 
His impression having been gained from 
fieldwork covering quite completely the 
state of Iowa. It was gathered from his 
remarks that the Bonnie Blacks were find- 
ing plenty of market for the supply and he 
implied that it might be a good many years 
before the supply could possibly catch up. 
He complimented the Iowa State College 
for the splendid work being done there in 
the Animal Husbandry Department and up-

los Fawcett, Sales Manager of the National 
Wool Exchange. He declared that the wool 
market is changing their requirements just 
the same as meat markets. He also stated 
that the growers must pay more attention 
to the quality of wool and produce more 
staple wool. At the present time there is 
a 6-7% margin between clothing and staple 
wool. He also said one of the chief diffi- 
culties in the wool trade is, that of weak 
fiber. This is usually caused by sickness, 
fever or undernourishment. All of which 
are items of poor management. He prophe- 
sied that there will be higher prices paid 
for wool in 1928 than were paid in 1927. 
Professor P. S. Shearer of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of Iowa State College 
was responsible for the program.

on the fine herds of beef cattle that have 
been developed within the last few years. He 
believes there will be ready sale for all ani- 
mals of good breeding that are properiy fit- 
ted to meet buyers when they approach, and 
there is something to that statement. 

Professor Kildee who had appeared on 
several programs during the day was ask- 
ed to say just a few words and briefly he 
referred to the present beef cattle situation 
as being exceedingly satisfactory especially 
from the market angle and he believed that 
the pure bred breeders would soon find 
these better prices reflected in their busi- 
ness. 

Secretary of Agriculture for Iowa, Mark 
G. Thornburg, addressed the audience brief- 
ly and in a few words told of the work that 
is being carried on in his office in connec- 
tion with the beef cattle industry of Iowa 
which he considers as one of the basic in- 
dustries of this state and one of the prime 
factors in successful agriculture. “Mark” 
has conducted his office in a highly pleas- 
ing and satisfactory manner and has prov- 
ed beyond question that he is the right man 
in the place. The Journal sincerely hopes 
that Secretary Thornburg will stand for re- 
nomination to his present position at the 
coming election and that he shall be given 
the cordial support by agriculture that a 
man of his calibre and conception is entitled 
to. His administration has been conserva- 
tive, many departments have been consoli- 
dated, thus making a big saving to taxpay- 
ers of the state in the administration of 
this department. 

This was indeed a happy occasion and one 
that surely marks closer contact and a fra- 
ternizing of breeders regardless of breeds 
that certainly was pleasing to the Journal.
